From 
poverty, dirt-and-darknoss wo now havo com- 
fort, if not actual pleasure, pure air and san- 
shino for all who like to avail thomselves of it. 
in ovary direction the landscape from the 
Gardens is pleasing. 

Leaving this bright spot ond taking tho 
neareat cut to the Quoon’s Road West, which 
is only. stones throw away, the contrast sud- 
deply becomes odious in the extreme. Woaro 
at once back in tho only romnant left of plaguo- 
strickoa Tai-ping-shau of 1894-5, gvhere every- . 
thing scams to bo the same ag if was ton years 
ago (excopt perhaps that the number of tho

“he keon interest taken in the davelopmant 
of the cotton industry by the Gorerament of 
Franca was shawn by the gracious audionco 
givow at the Elysdée by President Lowbet to tho 
Committoo of the Intyrnational Cotton Federa; 
tion, Tutroducing the committee, M. C. Bergor, 
the French delegate, caid the sim of their 
orgonisation was to defend the common intorests 
of the world’s cotton industry and to moot 
common dangers. In crder to stop speculation 
they had collrited elaborate statistics showing 
the consumption and stocks of cotton through- 
out Europe, Thoy intended to make strenuous 
offorts to oxtond the cotton growing areas in the 
colonies of European nations. . 

The President said that if he could va of any 
servico he would be delighted to place ‘his | 
services at their disposal. 

Mr.C. W. Mucara (England), Chairman of 
the International Committee, in thanking tho 
Proeidont, said that the improvement of 
harmonious industrial relations among cotton: 
using countries was of the greatest value in 
the promotion of int eruetional friendliness, und 
tho vncouragemont of Prosident Loubet that 
day was vary highly prized, In closing the 
awdiones, President Loubot remarked that as 
the telephone, telograph, and railways know no 
goographical limits. so the great swork ‘of 
jntcrnutional industrial federation inaugurated 
by the cotton trade was charged with limitless 
bunefits for huxaanity, :

THE LIABLLILY UF LLOYD'S 
SURVEYORS. 


Au intecesting case bos been concluded in 
the King's Bench Division of the High Court 
at ‘London. The Committeo of Lloyd's Rogis- 
try sought an injanctioa to restrain Messrs. 
Bireh, Kirby and Vo. and Megara. Joho Kirby 
and Co, from dealing with certain steel sbips' 
“plates which had bean wrongly stamped as 


were made by a German firm, and having been 
passed by Lloyd's eurvoyors wero rejected by 
the Japanese Admiralty on the ground that 
they wara dofective, The case was tried on 
counter-claim by the defendants, who' alleged 
that the surveyors bad been negligent in pass- 
ing the plates. The evidence showed . that 
after samples of the plates wera taken for the 
puipoze cf being tested they wore so troated by 
a workman in the Germon firm that it was 
almost impossible, to discover the dofects. 
Giving jadgement, his lordship eaid that it 
appeared thet defects in shipa’ plated could be 
so cleverly hidden that the most: export surveyor 
could not possibly ba expected to detoct them. 
Tho question he had to decide was whether 
Lloyd’x could be held roxponsibla for the failure 
of their surveyors to discover the defects. In 
his view dufendants bad failed to prove that the 
surveyors were negligent.

MENTS. :

Immediately after tho joint petition against 
the Peking Syndicate agreomont having. been. 

rescnted, five representatives were clocted to 
Hive af interview with the Governor, and the 
following is given ay the ‘substance of thir 
convoreation.

Govornor.—-I have read over the petition you 
vont me, gentlemen. The agreement concorn- 
ing the Skansi mining intorosts settled between 
the Commorcial Bureau and the Peking Syndi- 
cate is a’ great lous to the Bhansi people. 
-Anyhow the Peking Syndicute cannot under- 
toke what ia not agreed to in the stipulation. 
‘Moreover, the Syndicate is working mines on 
behalf of the Commercial Bureau. therafora 
the Sovereignty will cortuinly not be usurped 
by the Syndicate, The cunceliation of the 
agrooment is at présont out of the qnes- 
fion, os the xepresentative of ‘the Syndicate 
only -came to Shansi once, when he 
declared —that— ho—. would-observe.the.. agree 
ment*-It will be tims enough therefore for us 
to ‘consider that’ matter when wo hava proof 
that be has violated. the agreamant, 

Ropresentatives.—T wo letters have been re- 
ceived from tho Poking Syndicate claiming the 
solo right of working mines and demanding the 
closing of the coal pits bulonging to the poople ; 
more points are added than were agreed in the 
stipnlation, This is a proof of violation of the 
agreement.

RAND CHINESE, 
eee ie, 

: CHEAP LAROUR HSSENTIAL 

The anbjeot of Chineso labour on the Rand 
oveupied au important part of the address af 
Lord Harris in presiding at tlie anaual meeting 
of the Consolidated Gold Fivlds of South Africa, 
_ Lord Harris, the chairman of the com: any, 
in roviewing the general position, confoxsed that 
che was quite unable to account for the wave 
of pessimism that had passod over the South 
African mining market Toning the last seven or 
eight months, evan allowing for the effect of the 
operations of a certain portion of tha press, which 
hud done its best. to throw doubt on the future of 
the industry. Ho assured the shareholdors that 
tho Board ‘did not share ia this pessimism, and 
whatever the reason for it was, 9 change was 
going to take place-soon. Novor in its history 
had the industry been ic a sounder commoreial 
position than at the’ present moment,’ Ho 
thought that the pablic would recognise that 
prod dividends wore going to bo regularly paid. 
Thoy wero going to seo u reduction, gradual 
possibly, in the working costs, and ‘also im. 
provements in the ccouomical Management of 
‘the companias and the treatmont of ors bodies. 
He believed that theso factors would restore 
contidence in the mines of the Rand as iuyest- 
ments. It must bo romembered that they had 
to pay 4,000 raw Chinese for work. which was 
absolutely strange to them.’ These economical 
improvements, in his opinion, were duo to tho 
abundance of cheap and officient Iabowr. Ho 
felt thut he must go into this question because 
of tho imminanee of a General Eloction, and 
becauso they had a cortsin party who were using ' 
Chinese Inbour as a lever with which to raiso 
Lobjuctions to.the-Government-which bad -nllawad 
the experiment to be tried, at the request of the 
Transvaal, It must be borne in mind that the 
mines on the Rand wero low grado propositions, 
and economical labour was absolutely essential, 
Extra-cost upon Tobouk meant millions of tons 
being rendered unpayablo, whilst every shilling 
saved upon labour compelled: the omploy ment 
of more white mon, because it made payable

quite inadequate to supply the demands for 
native Jubour upon -farms, and for domostio 
service, ven if not -a singlo native’ was 
employed in the mines.
